Council pomod the resolution making 
• contract with the light company last 
night, but it was only done after an ani­ 
mated diacuAmou in which every member 
took an active i>art. Mr. Hoi-Mell wan 
the only member absent. 
Clerk Hanley read the resolution 
granting the present light company a 10 
year contract with the city for «0 lights 
at |80 per light. Upon snggestion of the 
president the terms of the contract were 
read by the clerk. President Purintou 
explained that since the last meeting he 
had looked up the subject of resolntions, 
and discovered that a resolution of this 
kind did not take three readings, as it 
was not of a general or permanent char 
acter. Mr. Challis moved the resolntion 
be adopted, and Mr. Peake seconded. 
Mr. Stewart then jnraping to his feet 
exclaimed: 
"I am very mnch surprised at this. At 
the last meeting it took three readings 
to pass this resolntion, now it only takes 
one. 
Why is this?” 
President 
Purintou explained the 
matter again, and Mr, Stewart replii-d : 
“This matter is of too much moment 
to put it through noM'. It is very Im- 
pcxrtant, and there is no n«'ce*sity of 
this haste. Why try to force this con­ 
tract throngh tonight ? There are other 
parties who want to be heard on this 
matter who didn’t know it would come 
up tonight.” 
“ As far as the member of oonncil is 
concerned he was perfectly aware the 
contract would be considered this even­ 
ing” answereii President Purinton. 
Mr. Marshall then amended the mo­ 
tion by moving the resolution lie laid on 
the 
table until 
the next meeting. 
The amendment 
was s«'<‘ond<‘il 
by 
Mr. 
Stewart 
and 
Mr. 
Challis 
objected at once, becauw» the matter had 
been talked for six mouths, and there 
was no nse making a light now. 
Mr. Marshall took the floor to explain 
why he made the statement. 
He said : 
“ It is not that there is any particnbir 
fight on hand, but there are parts of 
that contract which shoold be taken into 
(Xinsideration. 
When we 
enter into 
agreement with them we also enter into 
agreement to hold hands off, not inter­ 
fere, but to let the light company have 
their own way for 10 years 
If light 
cheapens one-tenth per cent in any 
length of time we have practically shot 
off competition for 10 years. 
I think 
that could be modifled, and especially 
in regard to incandwicents. I think 
that 
system 
should 
be 
extended, 
and council 
should 
reserve 
some 
right in the matter. 
I 
hate 
to 
take op the time tonight to discniM 
matters, bat then» is another clause 
about the price being fixed by competent 
arbitrators at the end of three years. 
Competent means someone who knows 
about electricity. When the president of 
the light comiiany was hert* he told us 
we didn’t know anything about electric 
light. 
When it wmes to arbitration 
would it be referred to the members of 
council? Certainly not. as we know 
nothing abont it. President Smith also 
told os abont a councilman writing to 
other firms for bids, and the letter had 
been sent to him, probably for the pur­ 
pose of letting him know abont it. If 
we arbitrate we would have to take the 
figures of electrical people who an* (xim 
peteut, but would also be in a com 
mon canse with the light company

There are over 300 p-ivat«; light com 
pauies in the United States, and I 
nnderstand they are bound together in 
an organization, so, you see, it would be 
hard tor the city to get the best end of 
the string, at least. We can't appoint 
men of our own city, but must go in 
their camp, and would be at their 
mercy. I am snre the incandescent sys­ 
tem can be improved npon, and wonld 
like very much to have this thing go 
over.” 
Preeident Purinton stated the sectimi 
in regard to private consumers was not at 
their suggestion and oonld be very easily 
stricken out. The clerk read the sec­ 
tion, and President Pnrinton explained 
that it was merely pot in the contract to 
fix a maximum rate above which the 
light company oonld not go. 
Solicitor Grosshans when asked for 
an opinion said: “ It is a qnestiun on 
which council has no right to take ac­ 
tion. The only way it can be done is to 
fix a rate by virtue of an otdinance, It 
is not a part or paroel of this ocnitract. 
Private orasnmers are not poitieB to 
this elHitraiet, and I don’t think the 


clause has virtually any right in the 
w ntract.” 
Mr. Stewart said then* was a differ­ 
ence in the courts now as to the right 
of cities to riqnilate the price of gas, and 
what applied to gas shonld apivly to 
electricity. 
Mr. Marshall thought it 
was a very suspicions thing to put a 
danse like that in a contract of this 
kind, and oiioe mor»> wanted to sc»» it 
laid on the table. 
Mr. 
Ashbangh 
wanted to know if the city had to have 
19 more lights, and Mr. IVake said 
the d a one 
was 
pat 
in the con­ 
tract at the snggiwtion of fonr or 
five 
business 
men. 
He 
thought 
the city could use 2T» more lights if it had 
them, and didn’t want the resolution 
laid over, as it had been talked for six 
months. 
President Purinton ri'mein- 
bored that the night of the conferiKicc 
the danse was not placed in the contract, 
but the next day he had tdephoin'd 
Judge Smith if he would object to a 
clause of this kind, and he said ci'rtainly 
not. "I am inclined to ls*lieve,” ("on- 
tinned the president, “that it might Is* 
of some lieneflt, for if they nndertisik to 
raise the price to private consumers it 
wonld break our contract. 
If people 
want to pay a higher price, they can. 
but they don’t have to. That danse 
will do no harm.” 
“ Mr. Marshall was not prtw nt at the 
conference when he had lieen notified to 
be there,” said Mr. Peake. "W hat six 
members did he is now trying to upset. 
It seems to me we haven’t brains enough 
for him.” 
“ I don’t nnderstand the gentleman,” 
said Mr. Marshall, rising. 
Mr. Peake explaiinxi. "I didn’t ac*cnse 
yon of trying to own the town,” retort»*d 
the doctor. 
“ No, but you inferred we didn’t have 
brains enough to pass it right,” <*on- 
tinn(*d Mr. Peake. 
"Peake must distinctly understand 
his brains are not pnipi-rly l(s*ated,” re- 
torte<! Mr. Marshall. 
The president rapis*<l for order at 
once, and said he thought the mutter 
had lieeu discnssixi enough. Mr. Peake 
said for his part they could lay it over, 
if they w aul'd to. A vote was then 
taken on the amendment and it was 
lost. Stewart, Ashlmugh and Marshall 
voting yes. The r»*«olution was o|m*ii 
for diiH'ussion, and Mr. Marshall said r

He has had time to (xiiisider our delilnir- 
ations, and now let him offer hisainend- 
ments and give us time totxinsider his”

In nigard to Mr. Marshall’s statement 
about there being 800 electrical supply 
houses in the country, it se«mis rather 
improbable tliat you can’t find three 
honest men among them, and that is 
exactly what he means. I don’t believe 
he would say the same abont his own 
profession, or hear anyone else say it. 
There is no reason why there should not 
be honest men in this prof«vision as in 
any other.” 
Council then re«unn*d regular session, 
and Mr. Marshall said : “ In answer to 
Mr. Hill, I will say I very mnch 
resent 
any such accnsation. I ex­ 
pressly specified that I cast no reflection 
on anyone, and I never said there were 
800 electrical 
supply 
honaeti in the 
country; but I did say there were 300 
private light plants in the oonntry. I 
will not r^ract anything when I say 
they will {H*acti«^v have a straight 10- 
year omitract at the prices named.” 
Mr. Stewart was opposed to the whole 
cxmtract, and thought council needed a 
great deal more posting cm the subject

Council pawed the resolution making 
contract with the light company last 
night, but it wan only dour after an ani­ 
mated discussion in which every member 
took an active jwrt 
Mr. Hornell was 
the only member absent. 
Clerk Hanley m id the resolntion 
granting the present light company a IO 
year contract with the city for 90 lights 
at $80 per light. Upon suggestion of the 
president the terms of the contract were 
read by the clerk. 
President Pnrinton 
explained that since the last meeting he 
had looked up the subject of resolutions, 
and discovered that a resolution of this 
kind did not take three readings, as it 
was not of a general or permanent char 
actor. Mr. Challis moved the resolution 
be adopted, and Mr. Peake seconded. 
Mr. Stewart then jumping to his feet 
exclaimed: 
"I ani very much surprised at this. At 
the last meeting it took three readings 
to pass this resolution, now it only takes 
one. 
Why is this?” 
President 
Perinton explained the 
matter again, and Mr, Stewart repined : 
This matter is of too much moment 
to put it through now. It is very im ­ 
portant, and there is no ni'cessity of 
this haste. Why try to force this con­ 
tract through tonight ? There are other 
parties who want to be heard on this 
matter who didn’t know it would come 
ap tonight.” 
“ As far as the member of council is 
concerned he was perfectly aware the 
contract would be considered this even­ 
ing” answered President Purinton. 
Mr. Marshall then amended the mo­ 
tion by moving the resolution lie laid on 
the 
table until 
the next meeting. 
The amendment 
was s«H«nded 
by 
Mr. 
Stewart 
and 
Mr. 
Challis 
objected at once, because the matter had 
been talked for six months, aud there 
was no use making a tight now. 
Mr. Marshall took the floor to explain 
why he made the statement. 
He said : 
" It is not that there is any particular 
fight OU hand, but there are parts of 
that contract which should be taken into 
consideration. 
When we enter into 
agreement with them we also enter into 
agreement to hold hands off, not inter­ 
fere, but to let the light company have 
their own way for IO years 
If light 
cheapens one-tenth per cent in any 
length of time we have practically shut 
off competition for IO years. I think 
that could be modified, and especially 
in regard to incandescents. I think 
that 
system 
should 
be extended, 
and council 
should 
reserve 
some 
right in the 
matter. 
I 
hate 
to 
take up the time tonight to discuss 
matters, but 
there is another clause 
about the price being fixed by competent 
arbitrators at the end of three years. 
Competent means someone who know's 
about electricity. When the president of 
the light company was here he told us 
we didn’t know anything about electric 
light. 
When it conies to arbitration 
would it be referred to the members of 
council? Certainly not. as we know 
nothing about it. 
President Smith also 
told us about a councilman writing to 
other firms for bids, and the letter had 
been sent to him, probably for the pur 
pose of letting bim know about it. 
If 
we arbitrate we would have to take the 
figures of electrical people who are com­ 
petent, but would also be in a com­ 
mon cause with the light company. 
There are over 300 private light com­ 
panies in the United States, and I 
understand they are bound together in 
an organization, so, you see, it would be 
hard foe the city to get the best end of 
the string, at least. 
We can’t appoint 
men of our own city, but must go in 
their camp, and would be at their 
mercy. I a® Hare the incandescent sys­ 
tem can be improved upon, arid woald 
like very mach to have this thing go 
over.” 
President Purinton stated the section 
in regard to private consumer* was not at 
their suggestion and coaid be very easily 
stricken out. The clerk read the sec­ 
tion, and President Purinton explained 
that it was merely put in the contract to 
fix a maximum rate above which the 
light company could not go. 
Solicitor Grosshans when asked for 
an opinion said: “ It is a question on 
which council has no right to take ac­ 
tion. The only way it can be done is to 
fix a rate by virtue of an ordinance. 
It 
is not a part or parcel of this contract. 
Private consumers are not parties to 
this contract, and I don’t think the 


what applied to gas should apply to 
electricity. 
Mr. Marshall thought it 
was a very suspicions thing to put a 
clausi' like that in a contract of this 
kind, arid once more wanted to see it 
laid on the table.
